Birthday of a 


FeARLY in the afternoon of May 10, 1869, a small 

group of Philadelphia children stopped suddenly 
in their play as they heard the slow, resonant tolling 
of old Liberty Bell in the steeple of historic Inde- 
pendence Hall a few blocks away. 

They knew well the patriotic story of the revered 
old bell. Its ringing at that hour meant that some- 
thing most unusual had happened. The children 
stood transfixed and listened. 

The tolling stopped, and then the bell burst into 
violent ringing, in such a manner as thrilled our 
forefathers of Revolutionary Days when its ringing 


signaled the signing of the Declaration of Inde-* 


pendence. 

Then, of a sudden, fire bells over the city joined 
in the clanging chorus. The children spontaneously 
broke into a run. Others joined them. Men and 
women darted from their homes into the street. All 
feet moved toward Independence Hall. 

There the children found a huge crowd milling 
around in general confusion. No one seemed to 
know just why the bells kept ringing. The un- 
certainty and alarm had the throng on the verge 
of a panicky riot. Then old Liberty Bell ceased 
ringing. 

A voice rang out: “The Pacific Railroad is com- 
pleted; the Last Spike has been driven!” The 
words were taken up and passed along through the 
crowd. Then followed handshaking, backslapping, 
cheering and excited manifestations of joy. 

But the children remained puzzled. “What’s 
happened, mister?” one of them asked. ‘Well, 
lad,” he was told, “word has just come by telegraph 
that they have completed the building of a railroad 
way out there in the West, so that now a person 
can get on @ train right here in Philadelphia and 
ride across the prairie and desert, and over high 
mountains all the way to California. It's wonder- 
ful, lad; I tell you it’s wonderful.” 

Unimpressed, however, the youngsters lingered 
in the crowd a few minutes and then hurried away 
to their own amusement. 

But not so their elders. The railroad that for 
years had seemed to them but a vague dream, was 
now areality, They knew that day was one of the 
most significant in American history. 

The tolling of the bell had brought to their ears,

through the mystery of telegraphy, a reproduction 
of the actual tap-tap-tap of a hammer in the hands 
of railroad president Leland Stanford, 2000 miles 
away at Promontory in northern Utah, as the last 
spike was driven in the nation’s first transconti- 
nental railroad—the railroad whose rails laid by 
the Central Pacific, parent company of the Southern 
Pacific, and the Union Pacific, would everlastingly 
unite the continent’s far-flung Pacific and Atlantic 
seaboards. 

Other cities held similar observances. When the 
signal “done” was received in Washington at 2.47 
p. m., the magnetic ball on the capitol dome fell 
and the crowd in front of the telegraph office burst 
into cheering. The mayor of New York wired the 
mayor of San Francisco: “Our flags are now fly- 
ing, our cannon booming, and in old Trinity a Te 
Deum imparts thankfulness...” Buffalo echoed 
to the “Star Spangled Banner” sung by a mighty 
concourse in the streets. A four-hour parade 
through Chicago’s decorated streets gave way to 
impromptu demonstrations when news was flashed 
of the railroad’s completion, and Vice President 
Schuyler Colfax was inspired for his evening ad- 
dress. The great Tabernacle in Salt Lake City was 
overflowing with joyous worshipers of all 
faiths, One hundred guns boomed from Capitol 
Hill in Omaha, and a cheering procession of mili- 
tary and civic groups marched through the streets. 
Sacramento wound up an hilarious three-day cele- 
bration, as did also San Franciseo where the tele- 
graphic flash from Promontory touched off can- 
nonading over the Golden Gate. 

President U. 8. Grant had received at the White 
House this message signed by Central Pacific’s 
Leland Stanford, and Union Pacific's T. C. Durant, 
Sidney Dillon and John Duff: “The last rail is laid! 
The last spike is driven! The Pacific Railroad is 
completed’ The point of junction is 1,086 miles 
west of Missouri River and 690 miles east of Sac- 
ramento.” 


Today, the western link of that transcontinental 
railroad continues to march forward—~stride for 
stride—with the vast Pacific empire it, pioneered 
and helped to create; proudly upholding its heritage 
of dependable, progressive, friendly public service 
under the banner of Southern Pacific.

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NEW TRAINS: “Economy” Coaster 


and Luxury Flyer Make Their Debut this Month 


Treasure 
Island Special: 


N line with heavily increased demand 

for fast de luxe train service between 
eastern points and the Golden Gate 
International Exposition, an additional 
extra fare train, to be christened 
Treasure Island Special, will go into 
service on the Overland Route from 
Chicago May 22 and from San Fran- 
cisco May 25, 

The new train, to be operated jointly 
by Southern Pacific, Union Pacific and 
Chiengo & North Western railroads 
throughout the summer, will supple- 
ment the luxury strearoliner City of San 
Francisco and semi-streamliner Forty 
Niner, and will operate on approxi- 
mately a 49-hour schedule. 

Sailing dates from San Francisco will 
be the Ist, 7th, 18th, 19th and 25th day 
of each month, at 11:40 a.m. Departure 
from Chicago will be on the 4th, 10th, 
16th, 22nd ond 28th day of the month 
at 9:30 a.m, 

The new Treasure Island Special will 
carry seven standard Puilmans, inelud- 
ing & room observation car; also a diner 
and club lounge. Accommodations 
will include eight drawing rooms, 21 
double bedrooms, 15 compartments and 
28 sections, providing an unusually 
heavy proportion of private room space. 

Addition of the new train to the 
present de luxe ficet will provide s lux- 
ury train service out of each terminal 
15 times per month, or an average of 
every second day instead of every third 
day as at present. 


Economy Coaster: 


Economy train service, of the same 
type which has proved extremely 
popular on transcontinental routes, will 
be introduced by Southern Pacific on 
the San Francisco-Los Angeles Coast 
Line run May 7. 

Inaugurating the new service, the 
present Coaster will be operated on & 
considerably faster schedule, will 
carry chair cars and tourist sleepers 
exclusively and will feature economy 
meals, Lounge facilities will be pro- 
vided for sleeping car passengers. 

Schedule of the Coaster will be cut 
45 minutes from the present south- 
bound time and 55 minutes from the 
pregent time northbound, providing a 
later and more convenient departure 
time of 7 p.m. from both terminals. 
Present arrival times of 8 a.m. in Los 
Angeles and 7:50 a.m, in San Francisco 
will be maintained. 


Faster Schedules: 


(QTHER changes for May 7 include 
conversion of the Sunset Limited 
into an all-standard-Pullman train be- 


tween San Francisco and Los Angeles, 
and substantial improvement in Oak- 
Jand-Los Angeles schedules via the 
Coast Line. The southbound Oak- 
land Lark wilt cut 15 minutes from its 
present time, the northbound Oakland 
Lark 7 minutes, the Daylight stream- 
liner connection from Oakland io San 
Jose 8 minutes, and the San Jose-Oak- 
land Daylight connection 38 minutes. 
The train, leaving Oakland (First 
Street) at 6:35 p.m., will provide daily 
connection with the new economy 
Coaster to Los Angeles. No changes 
will be made in the present fast sched- 
ules of the Lark or Daylight between 
San Francisco and Log Angeles. 

On the Sunset and Golden State 
routes out of southern California, 
Southern Pacific will reroute the west- 
bound Californian via Phoenix from 
Chicago and cut its running time 25 
minutes, shorten the New Orleans-to- 
Los Angeles schedule of the Sunset 
Léimiied 50 minutes, and advance the 
departure time of the eastbound Sun- 
set out of Los Angeles to provide con- 
nection at El Paso with motor coaches 
to Carlsbad Caverns. 


OR the three months ended March 

31, 1939, Railway Operating 
Revenues of Southern Pacific Lines 
amounted to $47,200,382, or $2,508,408 
more than the revenues for the same 
period of 1938, an increase of 6%. 

During the same period Railway Op- 
erating Expenses were $37,379,618, or 
$1,649,763 under expenses for the same 
poriod of 1938, a decrease of 4%. 

After deducting tax accruals of $4,- 
463,527, and net rentals for use of 
equipment and joint facilities totaling 
$2,410,401, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $2,946,786, or a 
gain of $4,403,696 compared with the 
net railway operating loss for the same 
period of last year. 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous in- 
come, must be paid the interest on 
bonds and equipment trust notes in 
the hands of the public, and other fixed 
charges. For the two months ended 
February 28, 1939, the income from all 
sources was not sufficient to cover the 
fixed charges, and the final result was 
a Net Loss of $3,257,012, which com- 
pares with a net loss of $5,549,295 for 
the first two months of 1938. No divi- 
dends have been paid since January, 
1932.

He maintained 
offices in San Bernardino and then in 
Boise, Idaho, before coming to Southern 
Pacific as a claims department attorney 
in San Francisco during 1896. He was 
successively assistant land attorney, at- 
torney for the Company in Nevada, 
and then in San Francisco until 1918, 
when he became general solicitor for 
the United States Railroad Adminis- 
tration. At the termination of federal 
control in 1920 he resumed his practice 
as general attorney for Southern Pacific 
and six years later was advanced to 
general solicitor, Following the death 
of Wm. F. Herrin in 1927, he succeeded 
to direction of the Law Department in 
San Franciseo.

New L. A. Station: 


OS Angeles was in the midst of an 

elaborate and colorful three-day 
celebration as the Bulletin went to 
press on the eve of the opening of the 
new Union Passenger Terminal on 
May 7. With the passenger tracks as 
the stage, a spectacular pageant was 
being presented six times daily on May 
8, 4 and 5 at the new terminal, and it 
was predicted that more than one mil- 
lion persons would visit the station 
during that period. 

The celebration started on May 8 
with a parade of early-day transporta- 
tion equipment, ranging from ox-carts 
and covered wagons to rickety little 
wooden passenger coaches drawn by 
diamond stacked locomotives, One of 
these was the diminutive “C. P. Hunt- 
ington,” which was borrowed for the 
occasion from Sacramento, where it is 
slated to play a prominent role in the 
Golden Empire Centennial celebration. 
Another feature of the parade was “the 
strangest train in the world,” consisting 
of a series of floats, built on fiat cars, 
depicting the principal industries which 
use the railroads in Southern California. 

The parade terminated at the new 
station, where “The Story of Trans- 
portation,” a pageant of railroad prog- 


ress, was presented with a cast of more 
than 250 persons sharing the spotlight 
with old and new locomotives and 
trains. The pageant was staged all 
three days of the celebration. 

President A. D. McDonald took 
active part in the program speaking at 
the dedicatory ceremonies and at the 
“Presidents’ Banquet,” where he was 
an honor guest with Edward J. Engel 
and Wm. M. Jeffers, respective presi- 
denis of Santa Fe and Union Pacific. 
More than 1000 persons attended the 
banquet, including noted railroad men 
from al] parts of the country. 

Two “strictly $.P.” affairs included a 
breakfast on the morning of May 3 for 
seventy-five old-timers from Southern 
Pacific’s ranks, who took part in the 
opening parade, and an informal 
supper on May 6 in the restaurant at 
Central Station, where officers and em- 
ployes gathered to bid a final farewell 
to the terminal which had been open 
to the traveling public since 1915. 


Emmet M. Bagley, Salt Lake City

SPOKESMAN: Radio Audience Over 


Nation Asked to Give Railroads «Even Break” 


Speaking on the “America’s Town Meeting of 

the Ar’ program broadcast by NBC April 13, 
J. Petlev. president, Association of Amertean 
‘ailroads, satd, in part: 


Ov problem is not caused by poor 
railroad service-——for service today 
is better than it has ever been, Last 
year our service was more dependable 
and more complete and we ran our 
trains faster than ever before. 

It is not caused by excessive railroad 
rates—for rates have not kept pace with 
the general rise in prices, wages and 
taxes, Since 1921 the average revenuc 
railroads get for hauling freight has 
been going down, and now stands at 
about one cent for moving @ ton one 
mile, the lowest rate in the world for 
comparable service. The average 
revenue for carrying 9 passenger a mile 
is lower now than it has ever been. 

The railroad difficulties are not 
caused by excessive capitalization. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission has 
found that the total investment in rail- 
road property is more than 26 billion 
dollars, and has fixed its present valua- 
tion at 21 billion dollars. As compared 
with these figures, railroad securities of 
all sorts outstanding in the hands of the 
public amount to less than 19 billion 
dollars. Railroad capitalization, there- 
fore, is not more than the amount in- 
vested in railroads, or more than their 
valuation today, but is far less. 


Rail Debt Smaller 


The railroad problem is not due to an 
inereasing burden of decbt—for, as com- 
pared with the amount invested in rail- 
road property, railroad debt is not in- 
creasing but is decreasing. In 1910, 
for example, the railroads owed $606 for 
each thousand dollars invested, while 
last year they owed only $439 for each 
thousand dollars of investment. Rail- 
road debt now is about one-third 
smaller, in proportion to investment, 
than it was in 1910, 

‘The troubles of the railroads sre not 
due to over-expansion of railroad plant. 
Mileage has been shrinking, not ex- 
panding, Eighteen thousand miles of 
railroad have been torn up since the 
World War. It is true that during the 
same years railroads have spent some 
seven billions of dollars in improving 
their plant and equipment. When these 
improvements were made they were 
absolutely necessary, to meet the de- 
mands of our national commerce. And 
they resulted in great savings as well as 
in better service. Largely because of 
these improvements, the railroads have 
already saved in operating expenses 
more than twice the amount spent in 
providing them. 

Railroad difficulties are not due to 
failure of railroads to coordinate their 
operations, or to consolidate their prop- 
erties. The whole history of the build- 


ing up of our great systems is one of 
consolidation, and there is vastly more 
coordination among systems than is 
generally realized. Not every con- 
solidation or coordination proposed is 
practical or helpful, but no one—cer~ 
tainly not I—would claim that ell has 
been done which could be done along 
that line. There should be, and will 
be, further coordinations and consolida- 
tions, but not even the most complete 
coordinations and consolidations will 
meet the situation. 

Our problem is not one of service, or 
rates, or capitalization, or debt, or co- 
ordination and consolidation; whatever 
might be done about them would not 
solve the problem. 


Causes of Rail Problem 


The trouble with the railroads today 
is that they do not take in enough 
money—and this fact is due, in the 
main, to the loss of revenue caused by 
the unequal competition of other forms 
of transportation. 

Every business has competition to 
meet, of course, and no one has just 
ground to complain so long as the com- 
petition is on even terms. 

But in the transportation business 
today we do not have such even terms 
and equal treatment. Instead of one 
public policy applying alike to all forms 
of transportation, we have two different, 
and distinct policies. Railroads, on the 
one hand, are expected to meet all their 
own costs. They provide and maintain 
the roadways and terminals over which 
their trains run, and they pay true 
taxes—-taxes which are not spent on 
railroad tracks but are spent to help 
support the schools and the institutions 
and general operations of government. 

For other forms of transportation, 
on the other hand, public funds bear 
the very real cost of providing and 
maintaining the ways on which they 
do business—the highways, the water- 
ways, or the airways, 


Highway Subsidies 


Asan example, the Highway Depart- 
ment of the State of Illinois, after an 
exhaustive study of costs and revenues, 
reached the conclusion that the larger 
commercial trucks in that State were 
paying only from one-half to one-fourth 
of what they should pay to meet their 
proper share of highway costs. Similar 
studies in other states show like results. 

So long as present inequalities in the 
treatment, of our different forms of 
transportation exist, we shall continue 
to have a railroad problem. The rail- 
roads furnish our essential transporta- 
tion service, and they do it efficiently 
and economically, but no amount of 
efficiency can successfully meet compe- 
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tition which is publicly subsidized and 
unequally regulated. 

This is a problem which railroads by 
themselves cannot solve. It will be 
solved only by putting into effect a 
sound public policy applying to all 
forms of transportation alike—giving 
every sort of transportation equal treat- 
ment, and an equal chance to do busi- 
ness and to meet competition on equal 
terms. Not until that is done, will the 
public get from every agency of trans- 
portation the kind of service which each 
can do best, at the lowest real cost. And 
not until it is done will our “railroad 
problem,” or our other transportation 
problems, be solved. 


Pontius Refires: 


More than half a century of rail- 
road service, nearly all of it with 
Southern Pacific and its affiliated 
properties, came 
to # close April 
1 when D. W. 
Pontius retired 
as chairman of 
the Board of Di- 
rectors of Pacific 
Electric Rail- 
way. 

Mr. Pontius 
had been chair- 
man, in charge 
of public policy 
matters of the 
electric lines in 
Southern Cali- 
fornia, since he 
retired as presi- 
dent of those 
lines two years ago. He will continue 
as a director of the Pacific Electric. 

As has been characteristic of the ca- 
reers of all of the railroad’s executives, 
Mr, Pontius began in the ranks and 
gradually worked his way up to higher 
positions. He came to Southern Pa- 
cific as a telegraph operator on the 
Western Division in 1891, after having 
started railroading for the Pennsyl- 
vania in 1888, He was in the operat- 
ing and traffic departments for South- 
ern Pacific until 1908 when he became 
associated with the Company’s electric 
properties in Southern Californie. From 
that time he remained continuously 
with the Pacific Electric except for four 
years as general manager of the San 
Diego & Arizona Railway. 

Supplementing his railroad activities, 
Mr. Pontius has long been prominently 
identified with numerous civic and 
community enterprises that have con- 
tributed much to the development of 
Southern California. He is a director 
of the Metropolitan Water District, 
which is now completing the $220,000,- 
000 Colorado River Aqueduct, and is 
an officer or member of other outstand~ 
ing organizations and committees. 

Mr. Pontius will continue to make 
his home in Los Angeles after return- 
ing from an extensive tour of Europe.

All you have to 
do is send in a box top or something. 
We made it hard to become a Junior 
Engineer so that only bright boys in- 
terested in railroads could join. This 
way it is really an honor to be a Junior 
Engineer—just like it is an honor to 
pass the tests and become a regular 
engineer...” 

With the letter the boy is sent his 
official badge and rule book. 

The Rule Book tells them how to be 
good engineers when they grow up. 
This is done by 10 rules of conduct; a 
typical rule: “Junior Engineers must 
be courteous. Railroad men know that 
it ‘pays to be courteous.’ They are 
polite to all they meet. To be good rail- 
road men, Junior Engineers must be 
courteous, too.”

That is what our Advertising 
Bureau found out when the girls 
learned sbout the Junior Engineers 
Club. Membership was open to boys 
only; but first mail brought a request 
from a girl. 

Soon it was obvious there must be 2 
club for girls. So, based on the most 
glamorous phase of railroading for wo- 
men, a Southern Pacifie Junior Stew- 
ardess-Nurse Club was created. 

Girls visiting the exhibit are given a 
Train Primer and a Question and An- 
swer Test, but the test is not as tech- 
nical as for Junior Engineers. Many of 
the questions asked girls are amusing. 
For example, “When a railroader has a 
‘flimsy’ he really has—a girl friend, 
train order, a worn-out uniform, a 
brakeman's flag?” 

When the girl passes the test cor- 
rectly, she becomes a Junior Stewardess- 
Nurse. She receives an official pin, a 
manual and membership signed by 
Vice-President J. H. Dyer. The man- 
ual features “Safety First” and the 
characteristics for a good railroad wo- 
man—she should be courteous, friendly, 
alert, dependable, healthy, obedient, 
loyal, honest and prompt. 

Since most little girls want to be 
nurses and like to play with dolis, the 
manual has a section on the proper way 
to wrap bandages so that Junior Stew- 
ardess-Nurses can bandage their dolls 
correctly. Another section of the manual 
tells how to prevent accidents, also 
what to do for minor accidents like 
scratches and for serious accidents, 

To date several hundred girls have 
applied for membership in the Junior 
Stewardess-Nurse Club, This is re- 
markable since children seldom visit 
Treasure Island except on Saturday and 
Sunday. ‘Greater response is expected 
during summer vacation months.

New York Fair: 


AMERICAN railroading has a place 
of prominence in the $155,000,000 
New York World’s Fair, which Apr. 30 
threw open the gates to its huge spec- 
tuele spread over more than 1200 acres. 

Never before has the railroad indus- 
try attempted a display on such a gi- 
gantic scale. In fact the railroad 
exhibit, sponsored by twenty-six of the 
Eastern rail lines, is a world’s fair in 
itself. It covers seventeen acres and 
its building, with 140,000 square feet 
of floor space, is the largest on the expo- 
sition grounds. 

To enable the visitor to see and 
understand the exhibit to best advan- 
tage, it is divided into three major 
offerings: 1. Ratlroads tn Building, 
diorama and motion models forming a 
graphic picture of the railroad web in 
America; 2, Railroads at Work, 2 seale- 
model—the largest ever butlt—with 
8,800 feet of track, 50 locomotives and 
490 cars, which will enact, once each 
hour, in an auditorium seating 1000 
persons, an entire day's operations of a 
modern railroad; 3. Hailreads on Pa- 
rade, pageant drama. presented on the 
largest stage ever built (644 acres) 
using human and mechanical actors to 


tell the story of America’s railroad 
evolution. 

In addition to these three major divi- 
sions, other features of the exhibit in- 
clude; Largest. steam locomotive in the 
world, 130 feet long, 519 tons weight, 8 
drivers, 7000 horsepower, supported on 
masonry foundation and running at 
full speed; World locomotives and trains, 
including ‘Coronation Scot” from 
England, all-electric from Italy, others 
from Poland, Russia and France, and 
the finest from American railroads; 
Historical exhibit of prints, models, and 
appliances, also actual locomotives of 
several early~lay lines, including the 
old “Bowker” of the Virginia & Truckee, 
loaned by the Pacific Coast Chapter of 
Railway & Locomotive Historical So- 
ciety.

Good Housekeeping at Shops and Roundhouses 


Geer housekeeping is recognized as 
one of the surest practices for rail- 
roaders to follow in keeping accidents 
at & minimum. Nowhere can this 
principle be more effective than around 
shops and roundhouses, where every 
job has its proper tool and where every 
tool should be in its proper place. 

Much progress has been made in 
methods of handling, inspecting and 
storing hand tools, A. A. Lowe, ass’t to 
general manager, explains. Once it was 
eustomary to keep all sorts of tools in 
long boxes around walls of buildings 
where mechanics worked. Time was 
lost going to and from the boxes search- 
ing for tools and defective ones tossed 
into the storage boxes were apt to be 
used again before being reconditioned. 

To correct this situation, tool rooms 
were provided where tools are cared 
for, and issued by an attendant who 
makes sure each one is inspected when 
turned in and made o.k, before re-issue. 
This centralization developed valuable 
information in defects of quality or 
manufacture of certain items. Changes 
were made in hardness of metals to 
prevent chipping and prolong life of 
tools, but most of all to reduce chances 
of eye or other personal injuries from 
flying pieces of steel. 

More recently it was arranged to 
provide certain mechanics with spe- 
cially designed tool boxes on wheels, 
equipped with shelves, hooks, and 
racks, to hold in place the exact tools 
required by each man. It is the me- 
chanic’s duty to return to the tool room 
for exchange any tool which needs 
Tepairing. Personal injuries from using 
defective tools now rarely occur. 

Employes appointed to serve as tool 
inspection committeemen, make sur- 
prise checks of tools every 30 days. 
This serves to keep everyone alert. For 
example, the El Paso Shops committee 


inspects about 10,000 tools monthly 
and the maintenance ‘has reached such 
a high standard that rarely more than 
12 defective tools are found at any in- 
spection. Employes recognize the 
value to themselves in always having 
only safe tools and cooperate fully to 
produce this result. 

Stores department representatives on 
supply trains and in stores have contrib- 
tited largely to having attained so high 
a degree of perfection in weeding out 
defective tools and determining ways 
and means of developing more satis- 
factory materials. The same applies 
to Maintenance of Way and Structures 
employes, who are keenly alive to 
necessity of avoiding use of any de- 
fective spike mauls, adzes, picks, axes, 
shovels, or other tools. 


Fire Menace? 


[THE long spell of dry weather has 
hurried the period of the year when 
railroaders in all classes of work, par- 
ticularly the maintenance men, train 
and enginemen, are urged to use ex- 
treme care in helping to prevent or 
check the fires that annually take heavy 
toll along our lines. 

To supplement the campaign that is 
constantly being carried on under 
supervision of General Fire Inspector 
U. &. Attix, the following simple rules 
are offered: 

1. Give particular attention to clean- 
liness of right-of-way and general good 
housekeeping. H work is done thor- 
oughly no one will have to pick up 
alter you. 

2. When burning grass or rubbish, 
see that fire does not get beyond control. 

3. Before leaving fires, be sure that 
all embers are extinguished. 

4. Be careful not to throw lighted 
ijusees where they will set fire to struc- 


tures, dry grass or inflammables along 
right-of-way, 

5, “Use extreme care in disposing of 
burning tobacco, cigarettes, or matches. 
Break match in two before throwing it 
away. 

6. When small fire is noted on right- 
of-way, extinguish it or report it to 
nearest station. 

7. Be familiar with fire alarm signals. 
Know location of alarm boxes, fire ap- 
paratus, and how to turn in an alarm. 

8. Test and inspect fire apparatus 
frequently. Keep extinguishers prop- 
erly charged. Keep fire ladders ser- 
viceable and do not use for other pur- 
poses.

Almost without exception, 
the subsidy paid by taxpayers for each ton of 
freight moved on these rivers is as much as, and 
in most cases more than, the total cost of moving 
the same freight by rail.
